Washington C II., April 29.—A new 


phase has been put on the recent at 
tempt of Henry Cross, the negro de> 
moil, awaiting trial on tht charge of 
killing nine year old Ralph Thompson 
to murder his wife and then commit 
suicide.

Pruning; Clierry Trees. 


The inquiries which come to us about 


the pruning of cheiry trees are easily 
answered: Don't! Ot" course, like any 
other tree in transplanting, there 
should be considerable cutting back- 
shortening— of the branches "to corre- 
spond with the loss of roots in digging 
up. This is important with all trans- 
planted trees, and for one or two years 
afterward a few small branches may 
require removal in order to form the 
head properly. For instance, some- 
times two leading shoots start out, and 
one of these is to be cut off. But when 
fairly started, with a well balanced 
head, the knife Is not merely useless 
with cherry trees, but generally injuri- 
ous.

shoots— half a deign or so—come out on 
the trunk below the top it is better not 
to cut them off, but keep them under 
control by pinching the growing,points 
irom time to time.

The secret of feeding birds ia cap- 


tivity is to give tbem as great a. \ariety 
of wholesome food as you can

seed they should have a mixture of 
canary rape, flax or Imseed. small 
groats and a little hemp and millet Iu 
cold weather more hemp and some 
maw seed and a little lettuce seed oc- 
casionally, particularly if there is auy 
diarrhea about. For green stuff use let- 
tuce, watercress, gioundsel, chickweed 
and nearly any sort of fruit, but it 
should not be given to them wet. Once 
or twice a week for a treat a mixture 
of hard boiled egg chopped small and 
powdered biscuit will be greatly appre- 
ciated. In feeding them don't make 
things too easy. Remember that birds 
dearly love occupation of auy kind. I 
knew a lady once who used to chop up 
the watercress "to save tbe poor, dear 
things tbe trouble of biting it off." But 
I need scarcely say that this is a great 
mlstalte.
